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Hermann Field is Released from Polish Prison 


Red Nation 
Says American 
Was Framed 


Fate of Noel Field, 
His Wife and Foster 
Daughter Unanswered 


WARSAW, Poland (TP) _ Com 
munist 
Poland 
announced today 
that American architect Hermann 
Field 
was 
“quite 
groundlessly" 
framed by a Red security agent 
five years ago and has been re­ 
leased from a Polish prison. 
The announcement was the first 
break in an international mystery 
in 
which four members of the 
Field family disappeared one by 
one behind the Iron Curtain and 
dropped into oblivion. 
Until today no Communist coun­ 
try ever had officially admitted 
knowing anything about any of the 
four missing Americans. 
The United States Embassy here 
said it had had no contact as yet 
with the freed Ohioan, but added 
“he apparently is a free man. We 
assume he will walk into the E m ­ 
bassy shortly.” 
The Polish announcement dis­ 
tributed by the official Polish news 
agency PAP said Hermann Field 
had been framed on false charges 
by Josef Swiatlo, a Polish security 
agent who recently fled commu­ 
nism, who asked for political asy­ 
lum in the West and now is in the 
United States. 
Arrest Described by Refugee 
Poland “discovered” that Field 
was framed after Swiatlo, in a 
{ 
Tress conference in Washington 
ast month, told the story of Field’s 
arrest which he said he personally 
carried out on Communist orders 
in Warsaw in August, 1949, Swiatlo 
said an official plot to frame the 
American was rigged up by the 
then president of Poland, Boleslaw 
Bierut. 
The Polish announcement said 
Swaitlo 
framed 
Field 
because 
Swiatlo was actually "an Ameri­ 
can agent provocateur," working 
on behalf of the United States 
The announcement gave no hint 
of the charges on which Field had 
been “framed.” 
It left unanswered the fates of 
H erm ann’s brother Noel, who dis­ 
appeared in Czechoslovakia three 
months before Hermann disappear­ 
ed: of Noel’s wife Herta, who dis 
appeared in Prague four days after 
H erm ann’s arrest, or of Noel Field's 
foster-daughter Erika, who drop­ 
ped from sight after flying to Ber 
lin to seek some trace of members 
of her missing family 
Action Termed ‘Backdown' 
In Western capitals the Polish 
admission that Hermann Field was 
framed was accepted as a Com­ 
munist backdown, forced by Swiat- 
lo’s disclosure and the resulting 
United States note to Warsaw d e­ 
manding the release of the Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, architect. 
In its explanation, the Polish 
government pictured itself as in­ 
nocent of any knowledge of the 
Field case and pinned the sole 
blame 
for 
the 
“groundless 
charges” 
and the 
“ framing” of 
Herm ann Field on Swiatlo. 
“Herman Field has been releas 
ed and full satisfaction given him.” 
the 
PAP 
agency 
announcement 
said. 
“Investigation has 
shown that 
the charges levelled against H er­ 
mann Field by the agent provoca­ 
teur Swiatlo were groundless.’’ 
“ Being an agent 
provocateur, 
Swiatlo, by means of various crim 
inal machinations and false evi 
dence forged by himself, conducted 
criminal activity besmearing and 
incriminating a number 
of cit i- 
zens," the Polish explanations said 
“Fearing that the government 
investigation would bring about his 
exposure, the agent provocateur 
Swiatlo 
succeeded 
in 
fleeing 
abroad and today is continuing his 
provocative work quite openly as 
an unmasked agent of American 
subversion, broadcasting lies, cal­ 
umnies and fallacies 
which 
both absurd and shameless."

On President's Coat Tails 
He also charged that some Dem­ 
ocrats are trying to “ride on Pres 
ident Eisenhower’s coattails” and 
mentioned a Democratic senator 
from Montana as an example. 
Sen James E. Murray is the only 
Democrat campaigning for re elec­ 
tion in that state 
Rep. John W McCormack (Mass), 
House Democratic leader: The GGP 
record is one of “broken promises, 
business adversity, unemployment, 
economic distress of farmers and 
big business domination." He spoke

Local unions 
will certify unemployed coal min­ 
ers in five southern Illinois conn 
ties to receive federal surplus foods 
under a revised program announc­ 
ed here today 
The new procedure was explain 
cd to welfare officials from Wil­ 
liamson, Franklin, Saline. Hardin 
and Perry counties by Garret W. 
Feaster, executive secretary of the 
Illinois Public Aid Commission. 
Locals of the I'nited Mine Work­ 
ers of America and of the Progres­ 
sive Mine Workers will determine 
which of their unemployed mom 
hers need surplus foods The lists 
will go to local relief officials who 
will forward them to the I PAC 
The distribution will be surplus 
butter, cheese, shortening, dried 
whole milk and dried beans. 
The new system will enable idle 
miners to get the surplus com modi­ 
ties without applying for general 
relief The s u r p l u s foods distributed 
last week went mainly to persons 
already on I PAC assistance rolls. 
The distribution was made in 
Williamson. Franklin, Saline and 
Hardin 
counties. 
An I PAC offi­ 
cial said efforts were being made 
to arrange distribution in Perry 
county. 
The plan follows closely a pro­ 
gram used in Pennsylvania 
State 
officials there found the unions did 
a good screening job and federal 
authorities gave permission for the 
same system in Illinois Feaster 
said 
Peter Cahill, administrative as 
sistant to Keaster, said the IPAC 
will send out certification forms 
to the local unions with.n several 
days 
The union lists will be con­ 
solidated with county welfare office 
lists for surplus foods for persons 
receiving the five categories of 
public assistance 
The next distribution is schedul­ 
ed for early next month and certi­ 
fication of the unemployed miners 
will be made on a month to month 
basis to keep lists accurate. 
Feaster said that in general un­ 
employed miners should contact 
their local union office, 
but he 
said some exceptions 
might be 
found in Hardin county where some 
unemployed fluorspar miners do 
not belong to a union 
They should 
apply to the IPAC. 
The IPAC secretary said unem­ 
ployed miners who worked arui be 
long to a union local in one county 
but live in a county where no sur 
plus foods distribution is 
being 
made may apply for the commodi­ 
ties with their union local 
An ex­ 
ample would be a miner who work­ 
ed in Saline county but lives in 
J Hamilton county.

SPR IN G FIELD (IS- There will 
be 153 state representatives elected 
Nov. 2 but control of only 26 con­ 
tested seats will determine wheth­ 
er the House is Republican or 
Democratic. 


The GOP is already assured of 
winning 65 seats in the House and 
the Democrats are sure of winning 
92. Democrats need 15 of the re 
maining 26 seats for control, the 
Republicans need 12. 
Actually, there are no contests 
for representative in 27 of the 
state’s 51 legislative districts Each 
district elects three representatives 
and thus 81 candidates are already 
elected by name. 
In all but two of the remaining 
24 districts, each party is certain 
to win at least one seal, since 
there are only four candidates, 
two from each party. 
Thirty-four representatives from 
the 1953 Legislature are not can­ 
didates for re-election because of 
death, retirement, primary defeat 
or bids for other offices.
